The PSL management committee 
made its decision in the absence of 
Victorian member Jim Mangopoulos 
who almost certainly would have op- 
posed it.

Yet the Philips League-chooses to 
black-ban us over calling South Mel- 
bourne Hellas and Footscray JUST, 


Heavens, we’ve been known even 
to mention Makedonia! 


We’ve also.mentioned the Adelaide 
Giants,-or the West Adelaide, er... . 
Hawks .,; ~ and Marconi and Marconi 
Datsun, and Hakoah Eastern 
Suburbs, and'then Sydney City, even 
Slickers .. .‘and Gladiators. . . and 
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Schintler Reserve in Footscray on May 31. 


Petkovic, 35, one of the finest players to come to Australia, is due to join Foot- 


scray J.U.S.T. within a fortnight for six guest games. 


And Fashanu, the 
big, black goal ma- 
chine from Norwich 
City will join my club, 
Blacktown City, next 
month. 


Blacktown and Foot- 
scray clash on May 31 and 
it’s likely the comparative 
form of these two super- 
stars will determine the 
outcome of the match — a 
match that should draw a 
tremendous crowd. 

-Petkovic, a former Yu- 
goslav national team 
captain who has played at 
least 50 times for his coun- 
try, is still a top player 
despite his age. In fact he 
is captain of OFK Belgra- 
de, the club that gave 
Footscray such stars as 
Tommy Stankovic, Branko 
Buijevic, Slobodan Zoraja, 
Milos Adamovic, Doug Ut- 
jesenovic, Vero Mladenov- 
ic and Milan Mihailovic. 

Previously a winger, 
Petkovic now plays mainly 
in midfield — and as a 
midfielder, his guidance 
will be of enormous value 
to Footscray’s younger 
players. 

I understand Footscray 
will pay Petkovic about 
$500 a game plus all ac- 
commodation and trav- 
elling expenses. I’m sure 
the club will get value for 
money. 





Justin Fashanu: join- 
ing Blacktown 


Petkovic’s finest game 
for Yugoslavia probably 
was a 5-1 victory over 
France in a quarter-final 
of the European 
championship in 1967. He 
scored two of the goals. In 
the championship final, 
Yugoslavia and Italy drew 
l-1. Petkovic was injured 
and could not play in the 
replay, which Italy won 
2-0. 

If winger Zdravko Lujic 
is back in time to partner 
Petkovic, Footscray 
should have quite a formi- 
dable team, at least for the 
duration of that partner- 
ship. 

But even those two 
won't bother Justin Fash- 
anu, who showed his value 
as a goalscorer and attack- 


ing playmaker while he 
guested with my former 
club, Adelaide City, last 
year. 

Since going back home 
to England from Adelaide, 
Fashanu has been the 
target of offers from 
Leeds United, Arsenal and 
Nottingham Forest. 

Transfer fees as high as 
$3 million have been quot- 
ed. 
But so far Fashanu has 
remained loyal to Norwich 
City where he is top- 
scorer. For the early part 
of the season, he was even 
top scorer of the First 
Division. 

He has agreed to make 
his services available free 
of charge for junior coach- 
ing clinics in the Black- 
town, Seven Hills, Baulk- 
ham Hills area, just as he 
did valuable youth coach- 
ing work in Adelaide. 

No need to say I am de- 
lighted to have him back. 
I'm sure he will greatly 
boost Blacktown's on-field 
performances as well as 
add a touch of glamour to 
the Philips League com- 
petition. -? 

Let’s hope some of the 
other clubs also manage to 
get a few guest players to 
brighten up the league.

Mr. Papasavas, also a Melbourne City 
councillor, always has been strong enough 
to say it as he sees it — a quality that has 
not endeared him to some others in the 
power game. 

In this interview with “Soccer Action” 
editor LAURIE SCHWAB, Mr. Papasavas 
pinpoints what he sees as the problems 
facing Australian soccer. 

He discusses whether we can overcome 
the problems, he talks about the successes 
and failures of South Melbourne Hellas, 
about players and coaches, about the finan- 
cial problems facing all clubs .. . 


SCHWAB: Hellas made many recruiting mis- 
takes in the first few years of the Philips League. 
Have these mistakes Jed to a new policy on re- 


crufting? 

PAPASAVAS: Our first mistake, in 1976-77 was 
signing top-line State League players who proved 
to be not of a sufficiently high standard. As a 
result we finished 11th in the first year of the PSL. 
At the end of that year we appointed Dave Macl- 
aren as coach and he signed players like Stuart 
Baxter, George Campbeil, Alun Evans, Frank 
Munro, Sammy Wright, Bertie Lutton and John 
Hansen. That was OK and we finished third. We 
got a few more from overseas the following year 
— Ken Drakeford and Tony Turner for example, 
and we signed Steve Carr from Green Gully Ajax. 
But the loss of three points over the Turner affair 
(he hadn’t been registered properly) and other 
problems wrecked morale and we finished dead 
last in 1979. With the benefit of hindsight, I'd say 
we had a few players who were unsettled in their 
personal lives and who didn’t want to make their 
permanent home here. In other words they lacked 
motivation and loyalty. Having finished last in 
1979, we decided our future lies in proven players 
whom we know, who live here permanently and 
who would be loyal to the club. So in 1980 we per- 
suaded Billy Rogers and Arthur Xanthopoulos to 
come out of retirement and we bought two well- 
estabished local players, Branko Buljevic from 
Heidelberg and Vince Bannon from Frankston. 
This approach resulted in us finishing third in 
1980. This year we decided to retain al] our 
players and get two top-class additions to 
strengthen our midfield. First we went for Sydney 
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City’s John Stevenson who was well-known to us, 
and after trying unsuccessfully to sign other 
locals — like Eddie Krncevic or Mark Jankovics 
— we looked overseas and came up with Jim 
Shirra from Dundee. He was recommended to us 
by Vince Bannon's brother Eammon, who is a top 
player in Scotland, and we valued that recom- 
mendation sufficiently to sign Shirra, who of 
course has justified our confidence in him. 

SCHWAB: Traditionally, Hellas has concen- 
trated on signing only players with big reputations 
established through the Press... 

PAPASAVAS: There's always less risk in- 
volved in doing that, in getting these big-name 
players. Also, the name players attract media at- 
tention which helps promote the club. 

SCHWAB: Nottingham Forest chairman 
Geoffrey MacPherson commented to me during 
his visit Jast year that Forest did not bother any 
more with players who cost fess than a million 
pounds. Is Hellas becoming the Nottingham 
Forest of Australia in this regard? 

PAPASAVAS: Qn scale, I suppose you could say 
that. We take the name players and we pay the 
price tag. Historically, we always have bought top 
players — we bought Jim Armstrong from 
Hakoah and Steve Walker from Lions in the late 
sixties, and these two made us a top team for 
quite a few years. 

SCHWAB: I and many others thought it was a 
bad decision to axe Walker and Armstrong when 
the Philips League started — ostensibly because 
they were too old. Do you regret that decision 
now?7 


PAPASAVAS: It was a decision I had little to do 
with. I agree that the coach at that time (Manny 
Poulakakis) made a premature decision. The de- 
parture of Armstrong and Walker was one of the 
reasons that it took us so long to get back to the 
top, for suddenly we had lost the heart of the 
team. Not only Armstrong and Walker. We lost 
Jimmy Mackay and Peter Bourne the same year. 
It was all the result of a practice match against 
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past few years, from top left: Stuart Baxter, Ken Drakeford, John 
Gardiner, Jack Reilly, Noel Mitten, Tony Turner, Chris Kent, lan 


Gibson, Anton Dosen, Frank Munro, John Hansen, Steve Carr. 
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West Adelaide, We were completely unprepared 
for the game, while West Adelaide had trained for 
it. We lost 4-0 and on the team's return Manny said 
that if we were to improve, we would have to let 
the older players go. We then got players like 
Graham French, Peter Vaughan, Anton Dosen, 
lan Gibson and John Gardiner, and we showed no 
progress on the field. In fact it took us until 1980 to 
finally replace Armstrong, Walker, Bourne and 
Mackay with men of similar determination and 
loyalty. We have them now in Rogers, Xanthopou- 
los, Evans and Bannon. 

SCHWAB: John Gardiner, having won twa 
Rothmans Medals with George Cross, and having 
often raprasented Victoria, had the ability to do 
well with Hellas but it appeared he wasn't given 
enough time. 

PAPASAVAS: We got him when all the others 
had failed. We paid Essendon Lions $7000 and we 
also gave them John Kennedy and Howard 
Andrews in exchange, but Gardiner came at the 
wrong time. Morale in the team was bad, we had 
no permanent coach, results were going against 
us. As a result John couldn't produce properly, he 
wasn't able to show his best form and at the end of 
the season the feeling was he should have given 
more. Also, we weren't happy with his behaviour 
on a few occasions. He just didn’t fit, although I 
don’t deny for one minute that he was, and prob- 
ably still is an exceptional player. 

SCHWAB: Going into your 10th year at the 
Hellas helm, you are, as far as I know, the Jong- 
est-serving president in the Philips League. The 
club has had its failures during that time but you 
have survived the pressure from Hellas’s highly 
demanding fans. 

PAPASAVAS; The pressures are there because 
Hellas has been a top club for so'long that the sup- 
porters won't stand for anything less. However, in 
recent years | think the supporters have become 
more tolerant and more understanding. They 
could see the problems for themselves and they’ 
could see there was no easy solution. In the old 
days they wouldn't have accepted two losses ina 
row but they realise that the opposition in the 
Philips League is very strong — much stronger 
than it was in the State League. In the sixties we 
sometimes didn't have what you would call a top 
team, yet we still won the championship. That- 
doesn’t happen in the Philips League. 

SCHWAB: Has there ever been a challenge to 
your leadership? 

PAPASAVAS: No, but then Hellas always has 
had a very stable administration. In 21 years, we 
have had only three presidents -- Theo Marmaras 
who served from 1960 to 1968 and again in 1971, 
George Rallis who was there from 1968 to 1970 and 
I, who took over in 1972. 

SCHWAB: Have you been disillusioned by 
soccer over these 10 years? 

PAPASAVAS: Many times — by players, re- 
sults, the frustrations that football cause. 

SCHWAB: Disillusioned enough to throw it in? 

PAPASAVAS: Well, I'm not staying on forever, 
but I'm not quitting yet, either. 

SCHWAB: What's been your greatest dis- 
appointment? 

PAPASAVAS. I expected soccer to take off ina 
big way due to the birth of the Philips League. I 
looked forward to crowds of 15,000 to 20,000. But it 
hasn't happened. Where we are now is pretty 
much where we were before the PSL, although the 
playing standard obviously has improved 
tremendously. 

SCHWAB: But the clubs pay for the improve- 
ment in wages and transfer faes. Can the clubs 
continue to pay without the appropriate return at 
the gate? 

PAPASAVAS: We are all finding it difficult. 
Our income is less than our expenditure. 

SCHWAB: How much less? 

PAPASAVAS: At the gate we get 25% to 30% 
less than our expenses, and we raise the balance 
ourselves — with difficulty. We have to make up 
$100,000 a year. 

SCHWAB: The Hellas restaurant must have 
helped bridge the gap considerably. 

PAPASAVAS: Without the restaurant we'd be 
out of business and we can't stop there. In the next 
decade, the club must embark on ground improve- 
ments of a magnitude we had never imagined. 

SCHWAB: But how will you pay for it? 

PAPASAVAS: We'll have to borrow. 

SCHWAB: Then there’s Hakoah. You share the 
ground, so presumably you'd expect Hakoah to 
share part of the expenses involved in improve- 
ments. What's the arrangement between Hellas 
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about $1000 a year. But look at the rentals paid by 
Australian Rules clubs — Carlton pays $6000 for 
Princes Park, North Melbourne $10,000 for Arden 
Street Oval and Richmond only $1000 for the Punt 
Road Oval where it trains. 

SCHWAB: Getting back to your dis- 
appointment with soccer not having taken off the 
way you had hoped... Are you optimistic about 
the future? 

PAPASAVAS: Only if we get major promotion 
of the type and magnitude that lifted cricket. We 
need someone like Packer moving in and sponso- 
ring each club with say, $50,000. In addition, he 
would have to spend another couple of million in 
general promotion. | understand about $5 million 
was spent in the first year of World Series Cricket 
to get it off the ground, yet it paid for itself within 
two years. Such a promoter obviously would make 
demands of us — co-operation in framing fixtures, 
kick-off times, names perhaps. But so what; 
we've already had to make many concessions with 
very little return. 

SCHWAB: When Packer took cricket, he took 
an established Australian sport that already had 
the support of the Australian peopis. Soccer is not 
in that category, so where is the motivation for a 
money-man to promote soccer? 

PAPASAVAS: Statistics show that more people 
are involved in soccer at junior level than in any

volvement shouldn’t be translated into senior soc- 
cer. The generation of today that is tolerant of the 
game is the generation that tomorrow will pro- 
duce the new Establisment, the new leaders of 
government and industry. Thus involvement evol- 
ves. 

SCHWAB: The biggest burden hanging over 
the Philips League is the high cost of air travel 
which can be covered only by sponsorship. Isn‘t 
such sponsorship a risky year-to-year proposition 
which leaves the PSL tottering on shaky founda- 
tions? 


PAPASAVAS: If Philips Industries were to end * 


their subsidy tomorrow, I feel most clubs still 
would want to continue for reasons of pride and 
ambition. we’ve been going on for five years, 
which is not really a long time. I fell the league 
will continue despite its difficulties. 

SCHWAB: The cream of soccer has floated to 
the top in the PSL, while in other leagues stan- 
dards and attendances have dropped. The only 
real exception would be the Queensland State 
League. If clubs outside the PSL continue to 

, wei may run out of candidates for 
promotion to the PSL. 

PAPASAVAS: The VFL has survived without 
any promotion or relegation. We do the next best 
thing — we have promotion and relegation on a 
selective basis. If we run out of new candidates, 
we keep the ones we have already. Hellas wasn’t 
relegated when it finished last, and it didn’t do the 
league any harm. Maybe the second or third our 
fourth division clubs of today may develop suf- 
ficiently over the years to get into the PSL. I hope 
So, although at the moment, I can’t see it. : 

SCHWAB: There is so much talk about the tre- 
mendous potential support soccer has in this 
country, yet this talk is of little consolation to 
the clubs trying to pay their bills from dwindling 
date takings. When is all this potential going to be 
realised? 
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PAPASAVAS: Look, like it or not, soccer in this 
country still is very much an ethnic sport. Our 
market is the three or four million people of 
ethnic origins — and that is a very big market. We 
are told that in future we can expect all kinds of 
wonderful things but while looking to the future, 
we haven’t faced the reality of today. I have been 
part of it. I went along with it. I believed we ought 
to have made an effort to attract a new audience. 
But having followed that line for five years now, 
and having failed dismally to increase our crowds, 
we've got to reassess our attitude and pinpoint ex- 
actly where we are —* get our spectators 
from. I would rather keep 20,000 Greek happy than 
please 500 non-Greeks. 

SCHWAB: I was rather surprised to hear Graek 
music being broadcast at your match against 
Newcastle, /tf seemed to be inconsistent with 
the previous policy. 

PAPASAVAS: If our supporters want Greek 
music, if they went announcements in Greek a 
well as English, they are going to get what they 
want. We are there to please our customers, the 
Same as any other business. No-one has ever com- 
plained.

SCHWAB: The marketing push of the ASF has 
turned into a matter of some contention. There 
have been claims that the markating campaign is 
unproductive, misdirected and too axpensive, 
while the marketing executives themselves say 
that without marketing the game cannot be popu- 
farised, and that the marketing activities so far al- 
ready have paid for themselves. Give me your 
views on the marketing push. 

PAPASAVAS: I am not aware of any marketing 
push. They've been at it nine months and after 
that time you'd think signs would begin to appear 
on the horizon. You should see signs of acceptance 
by commercial! interests and the media at a level 
not evident before. I have seen no such signs, We 
approached the marketing people asking them to 
help us get a club sponsor. We're still waiting and 
we're still getting into debt. Yet as far as I know, 
the marketing exercise is costing us $50,000 — 
practically all the money we're getting from 
Channel 0 in TY rights. 

SCHWAB: Are you confident or pessimistic 
about Australia’s chances of reaching the World 
Cup finals? 

PAPASAVAS: We must all be confident. It 
would be a tremendous boost for the game, so 
we've got to cheer the team along. I’m particular- 
ly proud that Hellas has three men in the national 
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squad — Alan Davidson, Steve Blair and now Billy 
Rogers. However, I'll wait until after the New 
Zealand game before feeling glum or hopeful. 
SCHWAB: As a general policy, do you think the 
national coach should be appointed from within or 
from outside the country? I’m asking in defence 
of Rudi Gutendorf who has been criticised for his 
many changes in personnel — changes that prob- 
ably were inevitable as he knaw none of our play- 


ers. 

PAPASAVAS: The national coach should be the 
best man available at the time, be he here in Aust- 
ralia or overseas. If the quality is comparable, 
then by all means, let's have the local, for as you 
say the local does not have to go through the same 
agonies of selection. 

SCHWAB: You have said often that you favor 
stability in club coaching, yet stil you have bean 
forced into sacking many coaches over the years. 
How hard is it to withstand the pressure of sup- 
portars when a coach is in the gun? 

PAPASAVAS: Supporters can make life very 
difficult for the coach and the president but suc- 
cessful clubs are those that have stability in ad- 
ministration and coaching. We're getting there. 
Changing the coach usually does not solve the 
problem. We had three coaches in the one year — 
Maclaren, Duncan McKay and John Margaritis — 
and it made little difference. We still finished last. 

SCHWABS: Your administration has grown in 
Stature to such an extent that you can withstand 
more pressure than ever. Who are the other men 
who constitute the backbone of the. cih? 

PAPASAVAS: Leo Anezakis has been with us 
for five or six years aS team manager, Nick Sa- 
giakos has been secretary for about seven years, 
Nick Kamboropoulos has served quite a while, 
Chris Christopher isa solid worker behind the sce- 
nes, and we have a fine treasurer in George Vass. 
Our management is very calculating, and it has 
shown ability to survive financially, 

SCHWAB: Twice you experimanted with full- 
time club managers but both experiments ended 
badly. Have you abandoned the idsa now? 

PAPASAVAS: No, not entirely, but it’s not 
financially viable at the moment. ‘The managers 
were supposed to. generate money but we didn’t 
get sufficient return. 

SCHWAB: You appointed your former coach, 
Dave Maclaren, as marketing officer late last 
year. Where did that lead? 

PAPASAVAS: It didn’t work. He was supposed 
to get advertising and sponsorship for the club but 
he was unable to. 

SCHWAB: Looking back, who have been your 
most memorable players over the past decade? 

PAPASAVAS: Jimmy Armstrong would be No. 
i, for his many goals from any angle and any dis- 
tance. His achievement in overtaking Paul 
Murphy of George Cross in the last game of the 
season to win the Stage league top scorer award, 
was exceptional. Then there was goalkeeper 
Marko Fode who went 13 games without con- 
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ceding a goal. Since the formation of the PSL, 
Alun Evans has been No. 1. He:is.one-of the best 
players Hellas ever has had. ¢ 

SCHWAB: Why did you want to become presi- 
dent of Hellas? 

PAPASAVAS: It was a matter of circum- 
stances, While I was a Footscray City Councillor, 
I was the council's nominee to the J.U.S.T. com- 
mittee from 1966 to 1969. About the same time I 
also took an interest in Hellas, and became gradu- 
ally more involved. In 1970-1 was on the Hellas 
committee, and when Theo Marmaras wanted to 
retire, he put me up as the new president and I ran 
unopposed. I've been unopposed ever since.

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A full-time Director of 
Coaching recently has been 
appointed in Tasmania. He is 
Steve Darby, a 26-year-old 
English-man, whose appoint- 
ment is for three years. 


Darby is well qualified for the position, 
both academically and in the sporting 
sense. 

He has a Bachelor of Education degree 
and a teaching certificate in physical edu- 
cation and he holds the English FA senior 
coaching licence. 

He is a FIFA instructor for Oceania, 
spent two years as assistant to Jack Man- 
sell, national coach of Bahrain, and last 
year coached Devonport in the Tasmanian 
State League. 

Devonport, a side that avoided relega- 
tion on goal difference in 1979, last season 
finished fourth in the State League, was 
semi-finalist in both the Ampol and 
Cadbury Cups, and won the pre-season and 
post-season floodlight competitions in the 
north. 

Eight players from Devonport obtained 
State schoolboy representative honours. 

I interviewed Steve Darby shortly after 
he took up his new position and asked him 
to outline some of his ideas and plans for 
the future, 

Q@. You're only 26 years old. Why did 
you turn to cosching st such a relatively 
young age? 

A. I'd had three cartilages out at 16, 
while I was a youth player with an English 
League club, so my parents correctly ad- 
vised me to go into university to become a 
physical education teacher. It was then 
that I was first introduced to coaching, by 
Mervyn Beck, who opened my eyes to the 
game. He made training very interesting. 

Q. What potential does Australian 
soccer have? 

A. There's great potential in Australian 
soccer. The combination of ethnic ball 
Skills, the British attitude and Australian 
physique and environment must one day 
produce success 

Q. Should there be co-operation be- 
tween rival cosches? 

A. Yes. It disgusts me when I see 
coaches ‘knocking’ each other. For exam- 
ple, a number of people in Tasmania seem 
to want Ken Morton to fail at Wollongong 
This, to me, is ridiculous. I hope that Ken 
does a great job. He does coach. He isn’t 
just a motivator. He did 2 magnificent job 
in Tasmania. We used to sit and exchange 
ideas and talk about the game for hours 
This should be done far more often 

Q. Can coaches learn from each other 
and from others? 

A. It’s a dangerous man_ I believe. who 
thinks he Knows it all. You mever stop lear-

ning and you can learn from anybody. You 
can learn from other sports too. I admire 
Ron Greenwood’s principles and 1 was 
brought up on Bill Shankly’s motivational 
background. I learned a great deal from 
Jack Mansell, who's an incredible coach. 
Rather than follow one man, I like to 
extract different pieces from different 
coaches. For example, there are many 
things I've learned from Eric Worth- 
ington. I think Len McKendry’s methods 
are tremendous. Ronny Smith is involving 
many young lads and strengthening the 
game's base. I think it’s wrong to copy one 
man. You should try to extract the best 
from each coach. I’ve never seen Rale 
Rasic work, but I’ve heard nothing but 
praise for him. I think it’s a good sign that 
Jimmy Shoulder has got this job at 
Canberra (in charge of soccer at the new 
Sports Institute). This is a great step for- 
ward for Australian soccer and I think 
Jimmy will do a great job. 

Q. What problems does Tasmanian 
soccer face? 

A. The lack of quality grounds. Some of 
the grounds are in terrible condition. It'sa 
very bad environment to play in and I 
think a lot of work should be put into de- 
veloping the facilities, especially training 
facilities. I think the clubs should find a 
balance in their expenditure between the 
money they spend on players and wages 
and the money they pump back into facil- 
ities. Imported players should be used for 
coaching the kids. Clubs should have five- 
year plans rather than one-year, short- 
term, selfish aims. 


Q. What are yor priorities as Director of 
Coaching? 
A I see the came hasically ac a triane. 


other 


le. Kids form the base of this triangle, 
State League players the top. We mus 
make the base very solid by getting more 
and more kids playing the game. Every 
person who coaches a primary or junior 
side should have attended a coaching 
course so that they have, at least, the 
fundamentals of the game behind them. 
I'd like to get more senior players in- 
volved in coaching. We've got senior 
players in Tasmania with English ex- 
perience, players like Eric Young and 
Peter Brine. There are other top-class 
players like Tommy McKenna and Wolf- 
gang Stuetzel, who could help. The coach- 
ing system is lacking this in Tasmania. 
I'm trying to get the top players to come 
back into the game at a coaching level. 

Q. What about your role as a coach of 
coaches? 

A. My role is to stimulate these people, 
to give them new ideas, to help them in 
iraining methods, to liaise between them. 
We don’t want stagnation; we must keep 
progressing. I think it’s very important 
that the senior playes get involved be- 
cause the kids have to have a model. My 
long-term aim over three years if or every 
single primary and junior side to have a- 
coach who has‘attened a basic course, and 
at the other extreme, every senior State 
League club to have a senior badge holder 
as coach. We're half way there now 
andit’s my job to make sure they do this 
and I've the full backing of the State Fed- 
eration. 

Q. What is the difference between the 
senior and junior coaches’ roles within a 
club? 

A. Obviously, the senior coach's role, if 
he’s taking the first team, is to win. But, I 
think the man should look at himself and 
see how he wins. He should try to do it as 
skilfully and attractively as possible. 
Anyone can “kick’’ their way to a pre- 
miership and there should be no place for 
coaches like this. As for junior coaches, 
winning shouldn’t be as important. The 
main thing should be the development of 
the skills, of actual ball skills and the 
thought of the players. The greatest indic- 
ation of success in a youth program is the 
number of kids who get into the first team. 
This should be the only sign of success ina 
youth policy, not the number of trophies 
that have been won. 

Q. Do you have any advice for young- 
sters? 

A. Yes. Just play, play, play. Play in the 
garden, play with your dad, play with the 
ball in your street. We'll never recreate 
the British background of playing in the 
street because it’s a different social envi- 
ronment in Australia. The kids must never 
be ashamed to be seen with a ball. They 
should practise with it every spare mo- 
ment, that’s the most important thing.

The eventual standard of our soccer will stand or fall on 
the standard of our nation

I made this statement two 
weeks ago at the conclusion of 
an article outlining ways we 
could sift our soccer stan- 
dards. 

I subsequently interviewed 
the man charged with the 
success of the national coach- 
ing scheme, Eric Worthington. 


Worthington has been under 
a lot of criticism from various 
sections of the media and the 
soccer fraternity generally 
who ask — what has he done, 
what is he now doing? 

I suggested to. our nationai 
director of coaching that he is 
Keeping too low a profile for 
someone in such an important 
Position and despite the strong 
backing he has from Sir Arthur 
George, he should let people 
know what he is about. 

His reply was: ‘‘My job is 
not as a promotions man, my 
job is to lay down a structure 
to produce good coaches and 
players. 

“It is a hard work thing, not 
ari instant booster which so 
many people are looking for. 

“It takes 15 years to make a 
player and longer to make a 
coach.” 

He said that apart from 
NSW, which was the ‘‘sick"” 
arm of the national coachine 
scheme, the rest of the country 
was working to a well laid out 
plan. 

Each State, apart from 
NSW, had a full time director 
of coaching.

I pointed out that the over- 
whelming English representa- 
tion in the national scheme had 
jeft him open to criticism. 

“Mainly it is a problem of 
language,"’ said Worthington, 
“Coaches from non-English 
speaking nations have applied 
for places within the coaching 
scheme." 

Worthington was quite sca- 
thing of the divisions within 
the NSW coaching set up which 
he had been unable to resolve. 

He said whereas in other 
States many of the top profes- 
sional players were going 
through the coaching scheme, 
this was not happening in 
NSW. 

When Eric Worthington ar- 
rived here in the mid 70's I was 
involved as staff coach for his 
first ever coaching course in 
Sydney 

Among those receiving tui- 
tion in my group were: Kaz 
Kulak, Danny McKinnon, 
Rocco lile, Ijia Takac, Alan 








al coaching scheme. 


and only three of them were 
Australian. 

At a recent seminar for ref- 
erees, out of the 100 there only 
10 were Australian. 

The national coaching 
scheme involves not just 
coaches, but referees, fitness 
trainers, and even managers. 

Eric Worthington pointed 
out, quite rightly, that almost 
all of the people involved in 
soccer did so on a part time 
basis and to get the dynamism 
into soccer development that 
some people talked about was 
very difficult. 

On the other hand two 
recent events signify the need 
to keep ‘‘attacking"’ the prob- 
lem rather than accept it. 

A recent ‘'Fitness for Soc- 
cer"’ seminar held by univer- 
sity fitness lecturer, Bob 
Withers of Adelaide attracted 
only 12 people 

A recent well publicised 
seminar at the Auburn Soccer 
club in Sydney attended by 
such ‘heavies’ as Joe Vlasits, 
Rale Rasic, Eric Worthington, 
Ichn Frank and Brian Emery 
attracted just 14 people. 

Eric Worthington states that 
top coaches such as Frank 
Arok, Rale Rasic, Tom Doch- 
erty and the like are too com- 
mitted in their clubs to spare 
the time to get involved in the 
coaching scheme.

THE stadium disaster at the Karaiskeki in Piraeus after 
Olympiakos’ “6-0 win against old foes AEK — Mike 
Galakos scored a hat-trick, then gave his match bonus to 
the disaster fund — was the tenth major crowd tragedy 
in just under 80 years. 


These were the other nine: 


1902 — Ibrox, Glasgow. A stand collapsed during a Scotland-Eng- 
land international. Result: 25 dead, 517 injured. 

1946 — Burden. Park, Bolton. Before a game against Stoke a suppor- 
ting wall collapsed. Result: 33 dead, 400 hurt. 

1962 —~ Libreville, Gabon. A landslide hit a stadium during the 
Gabon-Congo/Brazzavillo international. Results: 9 dead, 30 hurt. 

1964 = Lima. The worst of all. Two minutes from the end of an 
Olympic qualifier between Peru and Argentina, the referee disallowed 
what would have been the Peruvian equaliser. Two fans raced onto the 
pitch to attack, the referee, missiles were huried, and in a bid to quell 
trouble the police fired in tear gas. Frightened fans, rushing to escape 
both the fighting. and the ‘gas, came up against a locked gate. In the 
stampede 307 tans died, and more than 500 were hurt. 

1967 — Kayserj.{Turkey), A platform collapsed during agitation over 
a disallowed goal: at a. game between Kayserj Sports and Silvas. Result: 
41 dead; 600 hurt, bs ; 

1968 -— Buenos Aires, River. Plate ‘stadium. At the end of a game 
between-River Plate and San Lorenzo celebrating fans’ threw flaming 
paper torches. onto the stands’ below. Fans trying to run from the smoke 
came up. against a locked gate. Result: 74 dead, 200 hurt. 

19639 — Bukava (Congo). Fighting flared among fans trying to get 
into a game. Result: 27 dead, 90 hurt. 

1971 —Ibrox, Glasgow. Again. Fans leaving the stadium tried to turn 
back after a late goal in a Rangers-Celtic game. Result: 66 dead, 150 
hurt. 

1974 — Cairo. Astand collapsed as fans fought to get into the Zama- 
lek stadium to see Egypt play Dukla Prague. Result: 48 dead, 500 hurt.

I admired the young- 
Ster’s ear-ring and his 
American army shirt, but I 
didn’t think he displayed 
much professionalism in 
failing to front up to the 
Blacktown boys after he 
had been proved wrong. 

We all wanted to see him 
afterwards. Where did he 
g0 so quickly? 

Also on the subject of 
the match, referee Yelland 
came in for some criti- 
cism, but I must say that 
Yelland and his two line- 
smen displayed excellent 
understanding and in my 
opinion, they were the best 
team of officials I have 
seen so far this year.
